Death Cails Dr. Luther Bach, 
Prominent North Kentuckian 


Newport, Ky. Nov. 29 

Dr. Luther Bach, prominent 
Northern Kentucky physician, 
died of a heart attack yester- 
day in his home at Green 
Acres, his 200-acre farm and 
estate one mile south of Flor- 
ence on U. S. 25. He was 62 
years oll. 

A native of Jackson, in 
Breathitt County. Ky., Dr.. 
Bach had practiced in North- 
ern Kentucky for the last 30 
years. He attended Berea 

College, and Eastern State 

Teachers College, Richmond. 
He was a graduate of the Col- 
lege of Medicine, University 
of Louisville, and did post- 
graduate work at Harvard, 
Northwestern, Western Res- 
erve and Ohio State Universi- 
ties. 

He was a captain in the 
Medical Corps in World War 1 
and served afterward with the 
U. S. Public Heolth Service 
in the Panama Canal Zone. 

Dr. Bach practiced in Belle- 
vue, Ky., for many years and 
for the last 10 years maintain- 
ed an office at Third St., and 
Washington Ave., in Newport, 
Ky. In recent years he haa 
been specializing in cardiology

Question: Can a person re- 
ceive social security payments 
if he has earnings from work? 

Answer: Beneficiaries age 
75 and over may receive bene- 
fits regardless of the amount 
of their earnings. A benefii- 
ciary under that age may re- 
ceive payments even though 
he does a limited amount of 
work. If he works for wages 
in covered employment, he 
may earn as much as $75 in a 
month (before tax and other 
deductions) and still accept 
his social security check for 
that month. Benefits are not 
payable for one or more 
months if the beneficiary. 
while under 75, does substan- 
tial work as a self-employed 
person (whether as sole own- 
er or as partner) in a trade or 
business which is covered by 
the law, if his net earnings 
from such self-employment 
average more than $75 per 
month for the taxable year. 
The number of checks not pay- 
able will depend on the 
amount of earnings during the 
year and on the number of 
months in which he does sub- 
{stantial work as a self-em- 

ployed person. 

When a beneficiary under 
age 75 works for wages of 
more than $75 in a month, he 
must notify the nearest social 
security field office. Also. if 
he engages in self-employ- 
ment and expects to have net 
eranings from his self-em- 
ployment of more than $900 
during his taxable year, he 
should notify the nearest so- 
cial security office at once.
